said odiblo portioulat e candv article substance further defines a substance of one of the 
following group of substances comprising an edibl e powder substanoo, a oandy powder 
r . nh.QtnnnQj rind a oandy bead substanc e a discreet substantially spheric a l candv substance 
and a lollipop substance . 

3. (previously presented) The container of claim 1 wherein said container inhibits the spillage of 

said substance when said container is oriented in any position. 

4. (currently amended) The container of claim 3 whoroin said oontainer includes a lollipop typo 

oandy within said contain e r and wherein said lollipop typ e oandy is removable from said 
container by passing said lollipop typ e oandy through said funnel. 
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5. (currently amended) The container of claim 4- 2 wherein said lollipop substance? defines a 

lollipop typo candy having a handle and wherein said handle includes a pliable holder 
mounted to said handle and wherein said holder is sealingly engagable to said container. 

6. (previously presented) The container of claim 1 wherein said funnel includes an inner opening 

and wherein said inner opening is located near the center of said container. 

7. (previously presented) The container of claim 1 wherein at least a portion of said container is 

substantially transparent so as to reveal the contents of said container. 

8. (currently amended) A container for inhibiting the spilla ge of contents of said container, 

wherein said container defines defining an inner cavity and an open opening in a wall of 
said container to provide communication between said inner cav ity and the exterior of 
said container and wherein said container contains a subatanoo and wh e roin said 
container inhibits the spillage nf ™irf r . nhntance free flowing parti c ulate matter when said 
container contains free flowing particulate matter and is oriented in any position and 
wherein said container contains at least one substance d e fin e s a substance of on e of the 
following group of substances comprising a non liquid odibl e substance, an edible 
particulate candy substanc e, an edible flowable candv substance, and a candy article 
substance. 

9. (currently amended) The container of claim 8 wherein said non liquid edible particulate 

substance further defines ft at least one substance of one of the following group of 
substances comprising a particulate substance, a candy powder substance? and a candy 
bead substance, a substantially hard oandy substance, a lollipop typo candy substance, a 
particulate substance and a solid form substance, a candy powder substanco and a 
substantially hard oandy substance, a particulate) subotanoo and a lollipop type candy 
substance, and a oandy powder substanco and lollipop typo candy substanc e and wherein 
said odiblo particulate candv article substance further defines a substance of one of the 
following group of substances comprising an odiblo powder substanco, a oandy powd e r 
nnWnnnn nnH n nnnrfv bond r.ubntanoo a discreet substantially sphe ri cal candv substance 
and a lollipop substance .

23. (previously presented) The container of claim 21 wherein said container inhibits the spillage of 

said substance when said container is oriented in any position. 

24. (previously presented) The container of claim 21 wherein said funnel includes an inner opening 

and wherein said inner opening is located near the center of said container. 

25. (previously presented) The container of claim 21 wherein said unit of substantially solid 

confectionery mat e rial candv article further defines a lollipop having an substantially 
sgM edible candy portion and a handle portion. 
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
